Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your mailing of the 30th. 1 have run off the copies of 

the recently released material for you, and will get it in the mail in a 
few days. I copied 322 pages, the "recommended minimum" order of my writeup, 
plus the 60 optional pages (but not including the Incoming Mail Log.) I did 
not include the Archives' list of this material (9 pp) since you said in your 
letter of August 4 that you already had it. I did include my 13 pp. of notes. 

I think that you will find this material interesting. 

I have also uncovered copies of the indexes to two important Ruby CD's, 

CD 4 and CD 302. I am sending you a copy, along with an explanation of 
where I found the indexes. 

The $20 check will be just about right for this material; many thanks. 

For your information, enclosed are my notes of a Fol request involving Kutner. 

I am of course interested in hearing about the FBI anti-New Left memo that 
were released to Carl Stern; I will ask Jim for more info. I don’t know what 
distinguishing principle was involved that led the JD not to appeal, but I may 
well have an kxJusiisex appeal denied involving the same principle. I guess the 
release of that material had to do with making Hoover look bad, or some such 
image-manipulation, but I have seen only icfce brief reports in the press. 

Jim sent me the documents in your Ford suit, and the decision and appeal in 
the spectro case. A really amazing decision! Thanks g for having me kept informed. 

A friend of mine in London saw the enclosed story in the International 
Her ald-KTribune . As you know, the NYT edited the story a different way (not 
mentioning me and Howard.) I've made a copy for Howard, but I don’t have his 
current address - could you give it to me? And thanks for the plug! 

I have blown $10 on Belin's book. So far I haven't gotten past the jacket, 
introduction, and index, but I can see it it is absolutely shameless! Doesn't 
mention Sylvia, you, the spectro evidence (other than what the testimony was), 
the Nash article, the missing Tippit witnesses (Clemmons, Wright), etc. Ghastly! 
Priscilla Johnson gave it a good review in the NYT (11/18). 

You asked why I believed that Tattler article that Wade was building up a 
conspiracy case involving Ruby, LH0, Cubans, etc. I was unclear wkn when I first 
mentioned this: what I had known, and more or less forgotten, was that Garrison 
popped up shortly after Ruby dxsx died, while preparations for a new trial were 
going on. I don't think I have heard anywhere else that a conspiracy theory was 
going to be advanced. In fact, I had speculated that the Texas authorities were in 

no hurry to have a second trial because of the chance that a proper defense might 

bring up conspiracy theories. Thanks for giving me your information oft the lack 
of Wade-JG links. 

I have gotten a couple of reports of the CTIA conference, all generally 
negative. Described as an alumni meeting invaded by Yippies. I heard Don Freed 
speak out here last week. The best one can say is that he seems sincere, and is 
just not capable of getting his facts right. 

By the way, since the E. A. people are talking about the mystery deaths and 

quoting the odds of 10 17 to 1 against, do^ you need the explanation of why this 

number is completely meaningless - a basic Statistics 1 error? Those of us with 
scientific training have never taken this seriously but apparently many people have. 

In your letter of 11/29 you mentioned the 200 pp. withheld from CD 7. Mai 
Most was released in 1970; only 74 pp. of CD 7 are still withheld. I have all of 
the S 1970 release; as I recall much of it touched on the right but that part of 
CD 7 was just generally allegation about people other than Oswald. If you want to 
get back to this topic I can of course xh send copies of specified pages; the CTIA 
also has a set. 

The Archives has confirmed to me that the reporter's nsafcsd notes for the 1/22/64 
xke session exist and are withheld, as classified, intra-agency, and investigatory files 
k I haven't told, and won’t tell, Lifton about your Ford suit.
